On  Tuesday  night  of  iho  present  week 
a  supjier  was  given  at  the 'American 
House,  R](N»iufield,  t* >  Essex  No.  1  and 
friends,  by  the  newly  elected  oltieersol 
that  coai]mny  and  the  olliccrs  of  Essex 
Fire  Company^  It  was  a  very  enjoyahli 
affair.  Toasts  were  given  and  res|M*nded 
to  by  the  office iw  and  friends,  and  then 
the  1h»vs  adjourned  to  the  parlor  where 
singing  was  indulged  in  till  a  lute  hour. 
Below  is  a  report  of  a  s|>ecch  delivered 
by  one  of  t  In1  Essex  Roy  s: 

It  is  an  old  custom  for  volunteer  fire¬ 
men  to  cclclnate  their  animal  choice  of 
officers  by  some  sjKX'ial  olwervauee  of  the 
event,  and  it  is  lor  that  puijHi.-e,  and  to 
talk  over  the  past,  present  and  future  of 
our  company,  and  the  department  of 
which  we  are  the  oldest  company,  that 
we  are  gathered  here  to-night. 

The  lirst  steps  tor  protection  from  tire 
were  taken  iu  March,  1883,  by  live  citi 
zens  who  have  sim-e  ln-en  prominent  in 
lire  matters.  As  an  outcome  of  their 
cfTorts  a  jM*\verful  orgaui/aition  of  ulwut 
140  citizens  was  forinctl,  the  Bloointiuld 
Fire  AssiH’iatiou,  who  raisod  a  large 
amount  of  money,  provided, apparatus 
and  organized  the  first  fire  companies. 

Essex  H.  A  E  Co.  N*«».  1,  was  organ¬ 
ized  June  27  tli,  Iss3,  and  received  their 
Truck  out  he  loth  of  August.  Largely 
owing  to  the  efforts  of  the  B.  F.  A.  the 
contract  Ibr  the  introduction  of  tire  hy¬ 
drants,  and  a  supply  of  pure  water,  w'as 
made,  and  tin-  lirst  trial  ofhydrant  water- 
was  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  1883. 

Bloomfield  Ho>r  Co.  No.  ]  was  orgaiL 
izeil  November  2.  1h83,  and  was  plaectl 
in  jiosseHBiou  of  a  hose  jmu[>er  and  hose 
February  13,  18 84,  and  on  September 
22,  1884,  m-civtsl  the,  handsome  car¬ 
riage  which  they  now  use. 

Recently  a  hose  company  has  l>een 
formed  in  \\  atscssiug,  and  tin;  hose  jump¬ 
er  and  hose  has  Ijcen  intrusted  to 
them. 

Tlie  history  of  our  company  is  so  fami¬ 
liar  to  us  all  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
say  much  afiout  it.  Our  career  since  our 
organization  has  been  one  of  continued 
and  gratifying  [>ros]s*rity.  Through  the 
liberal  patronage  of  our  entertainment 
we  have  lieeu  enabled  to  provide  the 
town  with  a  fire  alarm.  We  have  twice 
visited  Montclair  ou  parades  and  recent¬ 
ly  went  there  iu  resjionsc  to  a  call  tin* as¬ 
sistance,  and  our  regret  is.  that  on  the 
last  call  we  were  not  sent  fin-  iu  season 
tube  of  the  assistance  which  we  could 
have  rendered.

Tojhr  Citizen: 

Tw  o  cases  of  dog-bite  occurred  in  tow 
during  the  past  week,  ami  just  at  this 
season  we  are  prompted  to  ask  the  ques¬ 
tion  does  it  puy  to  ha  po  (toy  ?  Does 
ingle  sacrifice  warrant  it  t  Is  it  not  too 
open  chronicled  that  life  and  limbs  sutfe 
because  of  a  pet  dog,  on  the  ground  that 
lie  is  u  pet  or  (even  should  the  claim  be 
made)  that  he  is  useful  ?  It  is  absurd  U 
claim  that  a  dog  is  useful  in  the  prupe 
sense  of  the  term,  considering  his  siij 
jMirt  and  maiutaiueuce,  and  when>  it  is 
taken  into  consideration  that  there  is  at 
all  tHiKM  more  or  los*  dglugcr  to  which 
some  ol  the  family  or  some  of  ypur  nei, 
bora  arc  cxposcil.  it  is  not  a  sufficient 
reason  why  you  should  keep  a  dog. 

It  may  lie  argued  that  a  dog  is  a  pro. 
lection  against  thieves,  but  thieves  do  not 
card  the  dog  as  a  protection,  nor  ar 
they  deterred  from  an  attack  on  your 
house  because  you  keep  *a  good  watch, 
log.  They  can  always  remove  that  ob- 
tae|e  and  frequently  do  so,  as  you  find- 
your  dog  poisoned  in  the  morning.  In 
the  fi’or/d  of  last  Friday*,  the  1 2th  i  list, 
there  appealed  a  long  account  of  u  man 
near  Kansas  City  who  had  been  bitten 
by  his  own  family  dog,  a  genuine  New 
Foiiudhind,  one  that  was  great  jh-I 
with  the  children ?'  they  “could  do  any 
thing  with  him,  harness  him  up  and  use 
him  as  they  desired,"  and  he  was  the 
“delight  of  the  family  but  the  fata? 
lay  came  in  this  case,  and  the  head  of 
that  family,  a  worthy  citizen,  and 
good  father,  was  attacked  by  his  own 
log  and  badly  bitten,  and  after  suffering 
the  indescribable  tortures  of  hydrophobia 
lied  on  the  27th  day  after  he  had  1  >< 
bitten;  and  the  sad  story  is  told  that  the 
family  is  left  in  the  saddest  kind  of  be- 
reavemeutj hrougli  a  mistaken  notion  of 
a  pet  dog.  In  this  town  there  is  at  tin 
present  t  une  a  large  number  of  dogs,  and 
many  of  them  have  no  ownership,  and 
►nr  children  and  ourselves  are  in  con 
taut  danger  of  being  attacked;  we  there¬ 
fore  suggest  to  the  proper  authorities 
that  some  attention  may  lx*  given  to  t hi: 
matter,  that  no  suffering  may  be  caused* 
through  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part 
anyone.  We  have  no  objection  to  our 
neighbors  keeping  a  dog  fin*  protection 
against  thieves  or  tramps,  but  we  think 
the  best  protection  is  to  slo<*p  with  orn 
open  and  a  good  seven-shooter,  or 
if  they  must  keep  a  dog,  would  it  not  1m 
as  well  to  keep  him  muzzled,  and  this 
would  lx  a  great  safeguard.  We  trust 
the  alnivc  suggestions  may  be  heeded  by 
everyone  who  has  a  dog,  for  if  harm 
comes  from  our  carelessness  to  protect 
our  families,  and  w  e  sutler  in  any  degree 
from  the  savage  attacks  of  a  dog,  tin* 
horror  cannot  l>e  remedied  alter  the  harm 
is  done.  We  sincerely  hojx  that  no  wor 
thy  citizen  will  neglect  the  caution  wc 
have  given.  .
